THE 
DEATH OF 
TYJSHBU'ltXE. 


It WHS a surprise to tbe country to 


hear that tbe Hon. Elihu B. Wnshurne 
died in Chicago on Sstarday utternoon 
at four o'clock. He was very siok a few 
weeks BRO, and wes tbouRht to be at 
death's door, but bj eo far recovered 
BB to 
be 
up, and 
even to 
nde 


out, and it 
was thouRht that ha 


would regain his usual health. 
But 


on Saturday morning he van seized with 
a pain in tho region of the heart, trpm 
wbiob. he did not fully recover during the 
day, and at four o'oluok be died, 


Mr. Waahbnrne had a remarkal le ca- 


reer, and belonged to a remarkable 
family. Four brothers, Elihu, Israal, 
Cadwallafler, 
and 
William, 
were 


in congress, and Israel was onoe KOvern- 
or of Maine, and Cadwallader governor 
of WirOJDsin. Noaoif tbo others 
great in iutelleot, but wire men of jbroad 
intelligence, splendid business men, and 
men ot sterling integrity, E. B. Wash- 
burns served auieon years in congress, 
and beoame the leader in the house. So 
man in oonRres? understood national af- 
fairs bettor than he, and no mao in thai 
body bad greater personal influence or 
was moro entitled to tho honor of being 
"Father of the House." 


While serving bis eighth term in cjn- 


RtfiB, Mr. Washbnrne was appointed 
minister to Franco in 1SC9, by President 
Grant, and it was while holding that im- 
portaut position that he became tbe m ust 
distinguished Ameriocn in any foreign 
office. Not long after Mr. Washburne 
went to Paris, tbe Franco-Prussian war 
broke out, and it was during the terrors 
of the oommnne that he displayed the 
most remarkable powers and influence 
ever known in a foreign mipister. So 
terrible were the scenes in Paris at tLat 
time that Mr. Washburne was the only 
foreign minister who remained in the city 
Ihe 
burning 
of 
Paris, the many 


scenes of bloodshed,the shocking ex- 
amples of assassination at all hours of 
day and night, did not cause his courage 
to falter or his oeart to fail, and there he 
stoodahuiasn Gibraltar through it all. 


"For his distinguished and heroic ser- 


vices during the siege of Paris, Mr. 
WaHhburae Las received tho thanks of 
thousands among the German people 
and other nationalitiep, and been warmly 
complimented by the governments of 
several nationp. Emperor William con- 
ferred upon him tbe Order of Bed Ea- 
gle, one ot the highest in the gift of the

Union whosetlnanci.il •>edition IB botter 
than that of Wisconsin. So well man- 
aged have been the finances of this state 
that no state tax has been collected for 
more than three years. Tho last legisla- 
ture authorized the levying of a tax 
amounting to §200,000 to meet

demands ou tho treasury, but it will not 
be needed and therefore will not bo lev- 
ied. On the first of October there WBB a 
balance in the state treasury to the gen-

So far it has not been needed, 
and there has boet, no stinting in any of 
the atate institutions aud nothioK left 
undone that should have bstu doae. Tha 
next legislature may be called upon to 
make- on appropriation for the buildiog 
o! a school for feeble-minded children oc 
whom there ere nearly two thonsnud intbo 
etate, and it is possible provision will 
fcavo to be mnde for the erection of a 
second state.prison, or rathor a reforma- 
tory for tho better olaes of those oon- 
vioted of crimes. It is thought by many 
that there are convicts sentenced for the 
first time who should not be associated 
with the more hardened criminals because 
of tbe greater diffienliy of reforming 
tho-n when miriglod with old-timors. 
The t resent capacity o! tho state prison 
is well nigh exhausted, and it may be 
necessary in tbe course ot two years t° 
establish another prison, and if so, no 
doubt »reformatory would bo the besl. 
This would necessitate an expenditure 
of probably 8120,000, and the school for 
thejfeable-minded from 530,000 toSSO.lOO. 
but this should not be a drawback to the 
establishment ot

institution*,

Vi'ashburne was seize 
wltu an attack o( congestion of tho brain 
which, 15 was thought, would prove fata^ 
Por tbe last two weeks, however, he rapidly 
improved in health, until his condr 
was better thun before his illness. Frl 
(lay ho seemed to be in excellunt spirits 
and passed tho day reading- tbe newspaper! 
aud -u-dtius: letters. Saturday morninp;li 
awoke after a good eight's rest and dressed 
liimsclf. A barber came to shave him 
nnd after that operation had been l!iiislii;< 
Mr. 
Yi'ashburnt; 
was 
soi/ed 
with a 


sharp pain 
in the heart, which wa 


fio severe that he had to be assisted to hi 
room. Dr. MacArthur was Immedlatol- 
summoned and administered restoratives ti 
his patient.

When General Grant was elected President 


Mr, Wnsliburno was selected as Secretary of 
State, but resigned In a few days, his health 
being somewhat Impaired. Subsequently he 
wafi appointed Minister to Franco, an office 
•which ho fllled with distinction for nlno years. 
Tho Franco-Prusslac war shortly after his ap- 
pointment broke out and tho delicate Questions 
of diplomacy and International law that arose 
taxed his abilities to the utmost. Ho remained 
in Paris during all the carnage taut followed 
in the wake of the Commune and made a strong 
but ineffectual effort, to save the life of Arch- 
bishop Darboy. Ho received tho thanks and 
recognition of nearly every nation for his sorv- 
Icos to ttielr subjects during the dark days of 
tbo slcsc of Paris. 


After President Hayes' election Mr, "Wash 


burnc expressed a desire to resign, and soon 
returned to his native country, making his 
homo la Chicago. Ho received forty-four votos 
•for President In tho Rupubllcan National con- 
vention In 1SSO. The samo year ho withdrew 
altogether from political life and devoted'his 
leisure to literary pursuits. In May, 1550, Mr. 
Washburno was elected president of tho Amcr- 
tcuaExalbillon in London.]

In tho fall oC 1SG3 I began 
carrying express from Kansas City to 
Silver City, a distonco o£ 55C miles, and it 
was a torriblo dreary rido, with only an 
occasional settler flfty or a hundred miles 
apart It was just in tho times of tho In- 
dian troubles down thero, and tho rod- 
skins waro everywhere. We couldu'trida 
twonty-fivo miles without encountering a 
few of tho pesky things, nn<3 to find a 
mosson jor murdered and his scalp taken 
ftnd pack robbed was an erory-day occur- 
rence. 


"In tho fall of 3800 I loft Dallas in com- 


pany with a staco-drivor named Whoe'.er 
—by tho way, a wa^on road had boon 
completed at that time and a lino of 
stages was running across tho plains— 
and started out on my usual trip. About 
'one hundred miles from Dallas, while rid- 
ing along; and swapping stories, wo hoard 
a pistol-shot in tho roar,'.and boforo wo 
could move a hand or foot wo wore sur- 
rounded by ayollingand hootinftcrowd of 
Indians. Thoro were oightoon in ail, and the 
noise thoy made would make a porson 
think that bedlam had broken loose. Tho 
only weapons I had were a pistol and 
shotgun, I having unfortunately loCt my 
rifle at Dallas; and, if I romombarrifjhtly, 
I think \VheoIer had nothing but a re- 
volver with him. 
But, knowing that in- 


stant action was the only thing that could 
savo us, I jumped off the stage and fired 
into them, flrstcmptyiiig my shotgun and 
then my pistol. - Tlireo of them dropped, 
and tho rest ran back, while wo 'ashed our 
horses to a gallop. 
"VV'o hadn't gone but a 


quarter of a mile, however, before the 
whole pack was again at our hools. Halt- 
ing our horsos, 1 left Wheeler to hold them 
nnd shoot tho best ho could, while I 
jumped oil again, and as good luck would 
havo it, routed them. But -whllo wo wore 
trying to drive them off again Wheeler re- 
ceived a shot in tho mouth, carrying away 
a portion of his upper jaw. Seeing that 
wo could no longer keep on the stago and 
live, wo both jumped astride tho horses, 
nftor cutting thoin loose, and dashodofl as 
fast as we could go down tho ravine. Whoel- 
orwas suffering terribly, and could hardly 
sit on tho horso, but ho hung on like a 
major. 


"In going down tho gulch flve moro In- 


dians rushed out upon us and fired away, 
one shot striking my horse in tho log, lam- 
ing him; and, to make matters worse, ho 
clipped and fell, throwing mo headlong on 
to tho rocks below. Tho horso then ran 
away, and, with tho Indians aftor us, 
"Urhoolur wounded, and only one horso for 
the two of us, wo were in a desperate situ- 
lition, and I began to grow disheartened 
and thought that my time had surely 
cotao. Well, to make a long story short, I 
finally managed to got on to Whfolor's 
horse, and wo managed to got to Alkali 
Flat, where we got a doctor to Hx Wheel- 
er's wound. I then wont back after tho 
lottor-pouch that hod boon loft in tbe stago 
and went to Kansas City. Wheeler got 
well again, and is now a wealthy ranch- 
man in Oregon. 


"I hare been extremely lucky, myself, 


and in all tho troubles and adventures 
that I havo gone through I havo only luion 
wounded once, and that was in tho unn, 
whoro I was shot while attempting to 
capture some stago robbers near Fish 
Springs. In 3SBS I experienced my flrst 
stage robbery, while going front Bolso 
City to Umatilla, along tho Blue Mound 
range. We had about Sl3,OCH3 worth o( 
gold dust with us, and, of course, we had 
to be caroful on account of tho numerous 
highwaymen, and we took every precau- 
tion in tho way of arms and 90 Corth. But 
it seemed wo were fated to bo'bold up* 
uny way, While rounding a rocky point 
throo men jumped to tho horsax' heads 
and hold a pistol to tho driver's bead, and 
throo others procoodnd to relieve me oC all 
my treasure. "We wore taken so suddenly 
that wo couldn't help ourselves, and the 
only thing that we could do was to re- 
turn homo and roport the loss. Tho rob- 
bers were all caucht, however, with near- 
ly ail tho gold, and each one got from fivo 
to ton years in the penitentiary. After 
potting out one of them was hung for mur- 
der in Idaho and tho others wore shot ill 
Arizona. 


"Ah, yes," sighed Mr. Pago, "those wore 


tho days when a man thought no moro of 
riding horseback a distance oC a hundred 
miles than ho would now of going on a 
train tho same distance. Why, I mysolf 
rodo from Kansas City to Dallas, a dis- 
tance of 19!) miles, in twenty-eight honrs, 
carrying 120 pounds oJ troasuro with mo.

Ever since 1830 I havu 
been mining In Oregon and Washington 
Torritory,but I have given that up now and 
am going to ongago In some sort of busi- 
ness in Tacorao. I was one o£ tho discov- 
erers Of the Seven Devils copper mine iu 
Idaho. While raining |thoro 1 found oro 
that yielded olghty-nino ounces o£ silver 
and $100 in gold. Woll, I guess you havo 
had enough Indian stories for t.his time, 
so I'll quit," and llr. Page loaned back in 
his chair smoking, [smoking dreamily, 
with a far-away look in his eyes as if be 
woro thinking with vain regret of tho days 
when pony-express rides wore in their 
glory and Indian scalps tho pennant thoy 
all strove for.

Iho Itan Who EnUblishcil It Still Stron 


mid Active- nt 73. 


A brijht-eyocl old rr.an, with a step a 


light as a boy's nucl tho general aspect i 
a -well-preserved man of fifty, is en£a£< 
in the common place occupation of soa; 
making 011 Vr'est Ninth street, says tl 
Kansas City Star. He was soventy-thr 
yoars old on tho -Jtli of October, and h 
career is a part of the history of tho Unite 
States. His nanio ii Alexander Major 
and ho is tho man who established the llrst 
pony-express lino on tbo plains. 


Mr.'Majors is a Kentuokian, and tho 


century was or.ly fourteen years old when 
ho ^vas born. )Io -was brought to Missouri 
wheu tv:o years old and was reared about 
five miles east of Iuclopender.ee. His first 
o.xpcrionco with a baggage or expross 
train was in ISiS, when ho took a caravan 
to Mexico. 
ES-Whon he established tho pony express 
from Sacramento to St. Joseph the shortest 
tima in which San Francisco had com- 
niunicatiou with r?ow Yor^ was twenty- 
one days. Majors' riders, receiving the 
dispatches at Sacramento and carryiuff 
them at a gallop to the telORraph olllco In 
St. Joe, shortonod tho tirno to ten days. 
One hundred and fifty riders, anil perhaps 
eii hundred ponies, -u-oro in tho service. 
The way stations were ten or twelve miles 
apart alon£ tho route. As tho rider r.carod 
a. station another pony was brought out; 
tho foaming steed was brou^bt up \vi:h a 
jork, tho rider slid from his back, tho 
saddle and dispatch pouches wore ohan^od 
in a (lash, and the courier was on bis jour- 
ney. 
A ridor usually traveled throo 


lengths at a stretch, but thoro was ono 
man in tho forco who ovory day roda six 
lengths, about seventy miles, cbansing 
ponies five times.

"Mrs. Jordan and bor ten girls think 
nothing of turn ing out, was bed and ironed, 
sis thousand pieces a wook;" and in the 
bakery, entirely managed by three Indian, 
boys, "they bake up a barrel and a hah! of 
flour daily, and nearly always have good 
bread." After awhile these children, r«- 
turnlnj; to their tribes,may help leaven tha 
lump of barbarism.
